THE AQWENIAN cChcecM 


The Annenian Church ts called after 
Gregory the “Gregorian,” assuming no 
such pretentious tithe as “Orthodox” or 
“Catholic.” It differs from the Greek 
Chatch very fitth invcreced, but, anlike 
the Grecks;, the Armenians ore mol theo- 
logically inclined, aml lav litthe stress an 
doctrine, They have always been, how- 
ever, devotedly trnitarian. 

The Armeman Church has been perse- 
cuted not only by Moslem and Prre-wor- 
shipper, batialse by Roman and reek ; 
yet at ts ene of the beautiful characteris- 
ties of this ancient ‘church that 1 never 
persecites ja its. turn. Tt fellowships 
with all churches, holding that Chris- 
thimity meas brotherhood through Jesus 
Christ and gives no warrant tor oppres- 
ston cr anathema, 

The music and ceremonies are natu 
rully very primitive, dating back to the 
time when the courtyards of the church 
were the dramatic centers of the parishes 
ant moral and spiritual blessams were 
tinght through simple trama. Such 
éervices “as those of , Moly Week, ob- 
served even in our awn time, Mlustrate 
this: for insiane, the washing of the dts- 
ciples’ feet and the literal raising of Jesus 
by pollevs up a tower, The Creck 
Church preserves similar primitive lits- 
trianic services.
